Whole Body, and contains no poiſonous Quality ; 
beſides the Feetus derives its Blood from the pureſt 
in the Uzerus of the Mother. 

This contagious Poiſon is of a ſimular Natura 
with that of the Plague, and is contain'd in the 
Air. It is ſome ſubtile, volatile, acrimonious, 
pointed, putrid Salts, exalted to the higheſt degree 
of an alkaline ſtimulating corroding Nature, ſo as 
to ſtimulate inflame, tear, lacerate and rend the finef 
Cipillary and Nervous Veſſels of the Body, and 
alſo coagulate ſome parts of the Blood and Juices, 
and diſſolve others into Ichor, and at laſt turns the 
whole Maſs of Fluids into Corruption and Putre- 
laction, as appears by Gangreens and Mortificati- 
ons, which are ſeen in Diſſection of the Viſcera, and 
nauſeous Stench and fœtid Smell of the Sick, and 
Perſons which die of the Small Pox. | 

This is further confirm'd when we compare the 
Symptoms and Effects of the Small Pox with thoſe 
of the Plague, and the Similitude of the Conta- 
gion; and that both the Plague and Small Pox 
rage moſt violently in the Spring, Autumn and 
hot Weather, and ſach Seaſons and Changes of 
Weather, as generally preceed both theſe Plagues. 
The * Moreover, this contagious Poiſon of the Smal!

It muſt be acknowledg'd that nothing is done 
to the Cure of the Small Pax by the common Me- 
thods, and the whole Buſineſs is left to Nature; 
and hardly any Eſcape, but ſuch as wou'd have 
been ſav'd without any thing being given them. 

All Ages and Sexes are liable to have the Small 
Pox ſome time or other ; the younger and more 
tender, laxer the Conſtitution the iefler the Danger. 
Hence Children and Women may eſcape more 
eaſily ; but the more ſolid, compact, ſtronger aud 
more phlethorick, the greater the Danger: Hence 
old People, and young in their Strength and Vi- 
gour, hardly eſcape. 

It is undeniable, that whoever can prevent all, 
or moſt of theſe Changes and ſubſequent Symp- 
toms, will beſt Cure the Small Pox. 

It is plain all the ways hitherto us'd are no Cure, 
but leaving the ſame to the Criſis of Nature, 7. e. 
Morbum per Morbum Curare. 

Therefore the only way and ſole Indication is to 
prevent the Inflammation paſſing into a Gangrene 
or Suppuration ; and as that is the only Method 
in all other Inflammatory Caſes, ſo it is the only 
one alſo in the Small Pox, as being an internal 
and total Inflammation terminating itſelf the very 
ſelf ſame way as other Inflammations.

fluidity from its Lymph and Serum being evapo- 
rated, whence ariſe irreſolvable and mortal Ob- 
ſtructions; for that end let the Sick ſet up in a 
Chair, or in the Bed; keep the Room moderately 
warm, but yet let it have free Air. Be ſure to 
obſerve this Regimen, let old Women and Nurſes 
bawl out as much as they pleaſe, for it is conſo- 
nant to Reaſon and Experience.

Regimen before- mentioned, will, by the Bleſſing 
ot God, not only {ave the Lives of many "Thouſands, 
but preſerve the Complexion, Features and Beau- 
ty. 
| For it is certain from Reaſon and Experience, 
that there are Preſervatives as well as Kemedies, 
and they are no where more neceſlary than in the 
Plague, Small Pox, and Contagious Diſtempers ; 
we mean by a Preſervative, whatever will diſpoſe 
the Body ſo as not to receive Infection, or deltroy 
its Effect when receivd. The Poſſibility of Pre- 
ſervatives appears, When we conſider that in the 
midſt of a raging Plague or Peſtilence, as well as 
in the Small Pox, ſome eſcape the Contagion, while 
others are ſeiz d, nay, even the very ſame Perſons 
evade the Infection a long time; and at laſt are 
ſeiz dof a ſudden, which is owing to their Bodies 
being ſo diſpos'd as not to admit the Poiſon ſooner ; 
while the Bodies of others, nay, even of the very 
ſame Perſons, at difterent times are ſo diſpos'd as 
to receive the leaſt Infection. Thus by Medicines 
the Bodies of Men may be rendred. more or leſs 
ſuſceptible of Infection? | 
Moreover, it a Remedy can have ſuch Power as 
to Cure or Deſtroy the Poiſon when received, how 
much morecaſily may it preſerve or prevent? 
For the Neceſſity of a Preſervative in the Plague 
'S very great, when we —_— that oftentimes 
— the 
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the Diſtemper kills the Patient before it is known, 
or a Remedy timely apply d ; or at leaſt conquers 
Nature, ſo as not to be able to aſſiſt the Remedy 
in its Operation : So it is much eaſier to defend a 
before the Enemy enter, than after Entrance te 
diſlodge them.

SECOND PART. 
Of the Nature and Effects of the 
Plague and its Contagion, ſbecving, 


the «Affinity it has with Malignant 
Putrid and Peſtilential Fevers. 


| T* O the Plague or Peſtilence has been ac- 


counted the 7s 8: among Phyſicians, and a- 
mong all Nations has been reckoned to be the 
Sword of the Lord, or a Puniſhment from Hea- 
ven; yet notwithſtanding it is a natural Effect 
proceeding from natural Cauſes, and may by na- 
tural Antidotes or contrary Cauſes be deſtroy'd; 
this may be prov'd without giving Offence to Re- 
ligion, for the Deity executes his Decrees and Pur- 
poſes by certain eſtabliſh'd general Laws of Na- 
ture, commonly call'd Second Cauſes, tho' it is 
evident, that not any thing can happen without 
the Concurrence of Providence, and ſuch Effects of 
Nature are as much the Works of God as if they 


were

wered oneby his immediate Power without the Inter- 
vention of Natural Cauſes, for he is the Author and 
God of Nature ; and becauſe theſe Cauſes lie con- 
ceal d from the moſt part, of Mankind, they are 
call'd Super- natural, yet theſe Cauſes he reveals to 
the curious and diligent Searchers. Some may ſay to 
what purpoſe is it to ſtrive againſt ſuch Decrees; 
Why then do they make uſe of Natural Means to preſerve 
Life, Eat and Drink for Nouriſhment, and uſe the Art 
of Phyfick in Diſeaſes with very good Succeſs ? with- 
out which they cou d never ſubſiſt or recover; for 
the ſame Reaſons how much more ſhou'd not we 
uſe and ſeek out for means to prevent and deſtroy 
the greateſt and moſt popular of Natural Evils? 

The poiſonous Contagion of the Plague in re- 
ſpect of its Nature or Intima Eſſentia, minute 
Parts or Atoms as eſcaping our Senſes is not cer- 
tainly diſcover'd;but its Effects and Changes which 
it makes on Animal Bodies are very ſenſible and 
too well known. 

The moſt probable Opinion concerning this 
Peſtilential Poifon is, that it is ſome very active 
Corpuſcles or Atoms in the Nature of Salts that 
ſwim in Air, and the Nature of rheſe Salts ſeem 
to be extracted from Animal Bodies, or other pu- 
trefying Subſtances, exalted by Corruption and 
Putrefaction to the higheſt degree of an Alkaline 
Acrimony, and corroding putrefying Sharpneſs, far 
beyond the Comprehenſion of Mankind. 

Every one who has the leaſt Knowledge in CH- 
miſtry, very well knows how active, pungent, acri- 
monious, corroding and putrefying thoſe Salts are, 
and may be render'd much more ſo by Air and 
Heat. This Opinion ſeems to be confirm'd by 
this Poiſon's turning and affimulating every Ani- 
mal Body, that it ſeizes into its own Nature; 
which is the higheſt Degree of Putrefaction and 
hy C Cor- 
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Corruption, as is plain from the inſuppertableStench, 
Putrefaction and Corruption that it turns Animal 
Bodies into: And further, this Opinion is ſupported 

when we conſider the Antecedents or preceeding 
Cauſes of this Contagion ; namely, hot dry Sum- 
mers, Which raiſe putrid Exhalations from the 
Earth, Rainy Autumns, open Winters, Southerly 
and Eaſterly Winds, Which raiſe noxious Va- 
pours and putrid Steams, open, divide, ferment 
exalt, and corrupt them more and more : For this 
ſee Hippocrates and Galen, the ſame happens | in A- 
Jrica from the great Heats, Southerly Winds and 
Rains, and other hot Countries ; ; tor the more 
Northerly and Coider Countries are not naturally 
{ubject to Plagues, but what they receive by Com 
merce from other Nations. 

This Contagion is caus d ſometimes by heaps of 
dead putrid Carcaſſes lying unbury'd corrupting in 
open Air. This undeniably proves this Opinion; 
for the reſult of Corruption of Animal Bodies are 
the higheſt and moſt active exalted volatile alkaline 
Salts of the greateſt Acrimony. 

As to the Opinion of peititerous Inſects or Ani- 
malcula floating in Air, that is uncertain, and 
has not yet been diſcover'd by Microſcopes or Ob- 
ſervation, and is nothing but a meer conjecture. 
There may be many concurring Cauſes antece- 
dent to the Plague, as Earthquakes, noxious and 
putrid Exhalations, Subterraneous Eruptions, pu- 
trid Carcailes as before-mention'd ; ſtagnating 
Waters having Inſects, and their Eggs! in them, 
which corrupting in the Heat of Summer, ſend 
forth putrid Peſtilential Exalations rais'd by the 
Heat of the Sun; and after Rain theſe Waters ſo 
corrupted may mix with the Springs or other Wa- 
ters deftin'd to common Uſe, and ſo contaminate 
and poiſon the Waters Which before were whol- 

ſom, 
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tom, upon Drinking of which the Contagion takes 
place. This has been known by Experience and 
Obſervation, Changes of Seaſons, dry hot Sum- 
mers, rainy Autumns, Southeriy and Eaſterly 
Winds, as we obſerve that moit commonly ome 
Epidemick or popular Diſtempers rages Spring and 
Autumn, and ſuoh like Seaſo's, as generally the 
Small Pox, putrid ad malignant Fevers. 

Ine next thing to be conſider'd, is the manner The man. 
how this Peſtilential Contagion is ſpread and pro- ner of 
pagated, which is either by infected Air, Perſons Propaga- 
or Goods, from Places where the Contagion re- ting the 
lides. Conta- 

The Air is corrupted with the Centagion be- Bion 
ing mix'd with it, in the ſame manner as if Poi- 
ſon ſhou'd be thrown into Water wou'd deſtroy the 
Fiſh that ſwim therein, ſo all that breath the ſame 
Element of Air are liable to Infection; but the 
Plague encreaſes and ſpreads as Fire from very 
ſmall Seeds turning as it were every thing into its 
own Nature. 

This peltiferous Contagion contaminates not on- 
ly living Bodies, but inanimate alſo. It lurks a 
long time in ſpongy porous Bodies, whereby ſuch 
become moſt retentive of the Infection, eſpecially 
animal Subſtances, as Hair, Wooll, Skins, Furs, 
Cloaths; likewiſe Cotton, Silks, c. which may be 
tranſplanted from very diſtant Countries, which 
like Pertumes, a very imall matter lies latent a very 
long time. Such Poiſon by Motion, or any Hear, 
is let out of its Priſon, and render d active and vo- 
lat ile, and ſo infects the Air and all Bodies conti- 
guous to it. | 

The Air is no ſooner poiſon'd, but it communi- 
cates the ſame by Inſpiration to the Lungs, and by 
the Salivary Juices to the Stomach, (whence ariſe 


Naulcas and Vomitings) and it is likewiſe com- 
muni-

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municated to the Blood, through the Pores or ab- 
ſorbent Veſſels over the Surface of the whole Body, 
by the preſſure of the Cireumambient Atmoſphere. 

On the mixture of this Contagious Poiſon with 
the Blood and Juices, enſue dreadful Changes 
throughout the whole OEconomy, deſtroying 
the whole Craſis of the Fluids, coagulating and 
thickning them in ſome Parts, fuſing and diflolving 
them into Ichor in others, ſo vitiates, corrupts and 
putrifies the whole Maſs and all the Juices, alters 
all the Secretions, the Spirits fail to be fecern d in 
the Brain, the Vitals languiſh, the Heart 
palpitates, and the Circulation gradually ceaſes, 
from Which corrupted State all the Symptoms ea- 
ſily follow. 

The Plague may be defin'd a malignant, in- 
flammatory, poiſonous, contagious Fever, killing 

all or moſt whom it ſeizes; but the Idea thereof 
will be better communicated by a Deicription 
of its Symptoms, Which are as follows, Nau- 
ſeas, Vomiting, violent Pain of the Head, Short- 
neſs of Breath, ardent Fever, burning Heat in- 
wardly, exceſſive Cold in the extream Parts, 'T're- 
mors, Conyuiſions, Faintings, Palpitation of the 
Heart, Heavineſs, Wearineſs, Conſternation, Sad- 
nels, exceſſive 'Thirſt, Deliriums, Phrenzy, Bu- 
boes on the Groins, behind the Ears, and under the 
Arm Pits, livid and purple Spots, Carbuncles, 
vermicular intermittent Pulſe, fœtid offenſive and 
putrid Urine and Stools, nauſeous ſtinking Sweats, 
Gangreens and Mortifications in the Viſcera, car- 
rying off the Patient in a few Hours, ſometimes in 
Tuo or Three Days, ſometimes they may live to 
ieh, 

The Plague Travels from one Country to ano- 
ther, the Contagion being tranſplanted to very re- 
mote Places, as in the Year 1346 a Plague begun 
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n China, from thence to Afa, and from thence thro? 
the Eaſt-Indies, Syria, Turkey, Eg yt, Grecce, Africa; | 
from thence to the Levant, Sicily, Piſa and Genga. 
In 1348 it paſſed to Savoy, Provence, Dauphiny, Ca- 
zalonia ; from thence in 1349 it arriv'd in England, 
Scotland, Treland and Flanders; then to Germany, 
Hungary and Denmark. Thus we read from the 
Ancient Hiſtory of Thucydides, that a Plague came 
from Ethiopia to Athens, the Deſcription thereof 
is as follows, 
The Winter, now expiring, concluded the firſt 
ear of this War: And, no {coner did the Summer 
begin, than the Peloponneſians and their Allies made 
an Irruption, as before, into Attica ; and pitching 
there, waſted the Country. Not many Days after 
they came into Attica, the Sickneſs firſt began to 
ſeize the Athenians; ſaid to have raged before thro? 
divers Places, as well about Lemos, as in other 
Regions. Certain it is, we have no mention that 
either ſo great a Peſtilence, or the like Mortality 
amongſt Men, ever happened any where. For nei- 
ther were the Phyſicians, preſcribing at firſt thro 
Ignorance, able to cure; but themſelves moltly 
died, as they viſited moſt : Neither did any other 
humane Skill avail. Even Supplications in the 
Temples, or Enquiries of Oracles, and other Re- 
ſources of this kind, as many as were tryed, prov d 
all ineffectual: So that, they at laſt gave them over, 
ſubmitting to the Evil. 
| Ir firſt began (as they ſay) in Aithiopia abova 
Egypt; and deſcended afterwards into Ægypt and 
Lybia, and far within the Dominions of the King. 
Into the City of the Athenians, it fell unexpectedly; 
and firſt attacked the Inhabitants of the Peirwan 
Port; Whereupon it was ſaid the Peloponneſians had 
Icaſt Poiſons into the Water Pits; For, as ye: no 


Springs had been diſcovered there. Ar laſt it re- 
mov d 
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mov'd up into the City; and then much greater 
Numbers died. Now, let every one, Phyſician or 


Private Man, declare ſo far as he knows, whence 


this might probably happen; and what Cauſes he 
thinks might have a Power ſufficient to work fo 
great a Change: I ſhall only deciare of what kind 
it was, and by what Indications judging, if it 
ſhould happen hereaiter, any One. inſtructed be- 
tore-hand, may beſt be able to know it : Theſe 
Things will I manifeſt; having my felt been ill, 
and {een others in their Illneſs. 

Now, this Year, (as generally acknowledg- 
ed) was of all the moſt healthy, with regard 
to other Indiſpoſitions : Or, it any One had 
an Ailment all turned into "This. But, Perſons 
in full Health, without any apparent Cauſe, 
were ſuddenly ſeized firſt with violent Burn- 
ings in the Head, and Redneſſes, and an In- 
flammatiofi in the Eyes. Inwardly, both the 
Throat and the Tongue ſoon grew bloody; and 
the Breath iſſued forth offenſive and putrid. Next 
to theſe ſucceeded a Sneezing and an Hoarſnels ; 
and not long after a Pain fell into the Cheſt, with 
a violent Cough : And, whenit had ſettled in, and 
quite {ubverted the Stomach, then enſued Evacua- 
rions of the Bile, of every fort ever mentioned by 
Phyſicians, accompanied with great Miſery. Many 
likewiſe were taken with an empty Hickup, cauſing 
a ſtrong Convulſion, that in ſome ceaſed immediate- 
ly, in others much later. 

The Body, outwardly examined, was neither 
very warm, nor pallid; but reddiſh, 4ivid, putting 
forth little Puſtules and Ulcers. But the inward 
Parts ſo burned, that none could bear the Cove- 
rings of the {lighteſt Garments, nor of the fineſt 
Linnens, nor any Thing beſide Nakedneſs ; and 
what they molt delired was to throw themſelves 
into 


A 
ito cold Water; and many of the Perſons whe 
rere neglected, labouring with a continual 'Thirſt, 
lunged inte Wells: But whether they drank 
nore or leſs, the Effect was the ſame; and they 
ere troubled, with a- perpetual Reſtleſsneſs and 
Vatching. Neither did the Body, ſo long as the 
Diſtemper continued at the Height, waſte and 
anguiſh, but reſiſted the Miſery beyond Expe&a- 
tion: Inſomuch, that the Generality died of the 
award Burning within Seven or Nine Days, while 
vet they had ſome Strength remaining; or, if they 
ſcaped this Tryal, the Diſeaſe falling into the 
elly, and cauſing there a violent Exulceration, 
with the Addition. of an immoderate Flux, many 
at laſt died through Weakneſs. For, beginning 


from aboye, the Malady which firſt ſeized the 
Head, paſſed through the whole Body. And, if 
any one ſurvived the worſt, this was very appa- 
rent by the extreme Parts ; for, it broke out in 
the Privy-Members, the Fingers and the 'Toes, 
with the Loſs of which many eſcaped. Some like- 
wiſe loſt their Eyes: Others, upon their Recovery, 
were immediately taken with a total Oblivion of 
all things; ſo as neither to know themſelves, nor 
their Friends and Relations. 
Language cannot expreſs the Manner of this 
Sicknef, which was not only too ſevere for hu- 
Jnane Nature, but likewiſe appeared to be of a 
toreign kind, chiefly. by the following Circum- 
ſtances. The winged and four-footed Animals 
that uſually prey upon Men, theugh Multitudes 
lay unburied, either came not near them, or if 
they taſted, died: As a farther Proof, there was 
2 manifeſt Scarcity of ſuch Birds, and they were 
Ineither . ſeen elſewhere, nor hovering about the 
Carkaſſes.

Such upon the whole (not to mention many. par- 
ticular Sufferings, which happen'd to one diffe- 
rent from another) was the Appearance of this 
Piſtemper; neither were they infeſted, during that 
Time, with any of the uſual Diſeaſes; but every 
Indiſpoſition ended in this. Some died through 
want of Attendance; and others, tho' attended 
with all poſſible Care: And, it cannot be ſaid, 


fince, what reliev'd one was prejudicial to ano- 
ther : Neither was the Conſtitution of the Body, 
whether ſtrong or weak, of any Significancy in this 
Caſe ; for it ſwept away all, under what Regu-ſ" 
lation ſoever or Method of Cure they were con- 
fined. : * 

Bur the greateſt Cruelty of this whole Evil, wass 
the Defpondency which every one felt upon falling 
Sick, (tor the Mind taking at once a Turn to De- 
Hair, they abandon'd themſelves, and made no Reſi- 
ſtance) and that they periſhed like Sheep, one infect 7 
the Mortality: For, if out of fear they forbore tofſ*! 
viſit one another, they died forlorn; and many Fa- 
milies became deſolate, for want of Aſſiſtance; and“ 
if they viſited, they likewiſe died; principallyþ"< 
thofe who had a Senſe of Vertue : For, thinkingf?© 


it a Diſhonour to ſpare themſelyes, they went 1 


to their Friends; ſeeing the very Domeſticks overP*© 
come by the valt Calamity, Were at laſt tired onut{$''> 
and unmoved with the Lamentations and Groan: iff 
of the Dying. Moreover, thoſe who had efcapeQ"* 
did more abundantly commiſerate both the Dead 
and the Sick; as having before had Experience off! 
their Sufterings, and finding themſelves now ſecure No! 
fron the Danger; For it never took the ſame 15 id 
| 1 0! 
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ſon twice, ſo as to prove fatal. They were like- 
wiſe accounted Happy above all Men: And even 
they themſelves, in the Exceſs of their preſent Joy, 
onceived a flattering Hope, never, for the Time 
to come, to die of any other Diſtemper. 

The carrying of all Things from the Country 
nto the City, was an Addition to their preſent 
\ fiction, and no leſs a Calamity to the People: 
ho flocked in. For, having not Houſes, but 
Iwelling in the hot Seaſon of the Year in ſtifling 
Huts, the Mortality exceeded all Order ; for, the 
Dying lay in Heaps upon the Dead, crowding up 
he Streets; and round all the Fountains lay Men 
alf dead, gaſping for Water. The very Temples, 
herein they had ſet up Dwelling "Tents, were 
led with the Bodies that died there : For, the 
Evil raging beyond Meaſure, and Men not know- 
gag what to do, they grew wholly regardleſs of 
oÞy Diſtinction N Things Holy and Pro- 
-Fhane. All the Laws, by which they were wont 
$0 regulate Funerals, were violated ; and they bu- 
Ted every one Where they could. Though the 
ant of Conveniensjes ariſing from frequent Fu- 
gfficrals, many committed ſhametul Indecencies: For 
me laid their Dead upon, and put Fire to the 
ie, of others, preventing thoſe who built them; 
And others, bearing a dead Body, would throw 1t 
$20nN another that was burning, and go away. 
The great Licentiouſneſs, which, in other Re- 
Jects, likewiſe prevailed in the City, began from 
Jus Sickneſs. For, what a Man would before have 
Jiſſembled, he durſt now freely own to be done 
Yut of meer Voluptuouſneſs; ſeeing ſo ſwift a 
lange, by the Rich dying, and Perſons worth 
thing inheriting their Affluence: So that they 
Fought it reaſonable to ſnatch all Enjoy ments 
Id accelerate their Pleaſures; perſwaded, they held 
R E & - Si . D 2 0 both 
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8 their Lives and their Poſſeſfions, only by the 
A 
No Man was forward to ue Fatigues, 
thinking it uncertain Whether he might live to ac- 
compliſh them: But, whatever was thought plea- 
fant, or a preſent Gain, was eſteem'd honeſt and 
advantageous : Neither did the Fear of the Gods, 
nor any Law of Men, reſtrain them : Becauſc, on 
the one hand, to worſhip, or not worſhip, ſeem'd q 
Matter of Indifference, ſince all were obſerved to: 
periſh alike,; on the other, not one of the Offen-ſ 
ders expected his Life would be prolonged to re- 
ceive Puniſhment from Juſtice: And, imagining e 
much heavier Judgment to hang over them, they 
reſoiv'd, before it fell, to 9 at leaſt ſome: what of

Heſe Symptoms were 50 the moſt part irre 

gular Shiverings, the. Pulſe low, ſoft, ſlov, 
— unequal, concentrated; a Heavineſs in the 
Head ſo conſiderable, that the Sick Perſon could 
ſcarce ſupport it, appearing to be ſeized. with : 
Stupidity and Contuſion like that of a drunke! 
Perſon ; the Sight fixed, dull, wandering, : * 
ſing Fearfulneſs and Deſpair, the Voice flow, 
terrupted, complaining 3 the Tongue almoſt pe 
white, towards the end dry, reddiſh, black, raugh 
the Face pale, Lead coloured, languiſhing, cada 
| verous 
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verous; a frequent Sickneſs at the Stomach ; mor- 
tal Inquietudes; a general ſinking and Faintneſs; 
Diſtraction of the Mind; doſing, an Inclination to 
vomit, Vomiting, Cc. p 2 WW © 

The Perſons thus ſeized, periſhed commonly in 
the Space of ſome Hours, of a Night, of a Pay, 
or of two or three at fartheſt, as by Faintneſs or 
Extinction; ſometimes, but more rarely, in con- 
vulſive Motions, and a ſort of 'T'rembling ; no E- 
ruption, Tumour or Spot appearing without. 
Ihe ſecond Claſs of the Diſeaſed that we attend- 
ed during the Courſe of this fatal Sickneſs, con- 
tains ſuch as at firſt had the Shiverings, as the pre- 
ceeding, and the ſame ſort of Stupidity, and heavy 
Pain in the Head; but the Shiverings were fol- 
lowed by a Pulſe quick, open and bold, which ne- 
vertheleſs was loſt upon preſſing the Artery ever ſo 
little. Theſe Sick felt inwardly a burning Hear, 
whilſt the Heat without was moderate and tempe- 
rate; the Thirſt was great and inextinguiſhable; 
the Tongue white, or of an obſcure red; the Voice 
haſty, ſtammering, impetuous ; the Eyes reddiſh, 
fixed, ſparkling; the Colour of te Face was of a 
red ſufficiently freſh; and ſometimes inclining to 


avid ; the Sickneſs at the Stomach” was frequent, 


tho' much leſs than in thoſe of the preceeding Claſs; 
the Reſpiration was frequent, laborious or great 
and rare, without Coughing or Pain; Loathings ; 
Vomitings, bilious, greeniſh, blackiſh, bloody; 
the Courſes of the Belly of the ſame Sort, but 
without any Tenſion or Pain; Ravings or Phre- 


netick Deliria ; the Urine frequently natural, ſome- 


times troubled, blackiſh, whitiſh or bloody ; the 
Sweat, which ſeldom ſmelt badly, and which was 
far from giving Eaſe to the Sick, that it always 
weakned them; in certain Caſes Hemorrhages, 
which, hewever moderate, have been always fatal; 
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a great Decay in the Strength, and above all, an 
Apprehenſion ſo ſtrong of dying, that theſe poor 
Creatures were incapable of any Comfort, and 
looked on themſelves, from the firſt Moment of 
their being attacked, as deſtined to certain Death. 


But that which deſerves to be well obſerved, and 
which has always ſeemed to characteriſe and di- 
ftinguiſh this Diſeaſe from all others, is, that al- 
molt all had at the Beginning, or in the Progreſs of 
this Diſtemper, very painful Buboes, ſituated com- 
monly below the Groin, ſometimes in the Groin or 
Arm-pits, or in the Parotide, Maxillar, or jugular 
Glands ; as likewiſe Carbuncles, eſpecially on the 
Arms, Legs or "Thighs, ſmall, white, livid, black 
3 diſperſed over all the Surface of the 
It vas very rare to ſee any of the diſeaſed of this 
Second Claſs eſcape, though they ſupported them- 
ſelves a little longer than thoſe of the preceeding; 
they periſh'd almeſt all with the Marks of a gan- 


gren d Inflammation, eſpecially in the Brain and 


Thorax; and that which was moſt ſingular is, that 
the ſtronger, fatter, fuller, and more vigorous they 
were, the leſs we had to hope. | 

In ſhort, if any one eſcaped, which was very rare, 
he ſeemed to owe his Cure to the external Eruptwe 
ons, when they were very much raiſed ; either 
ſolely by the Force of Nature, or by the Aſſiſtance 
of Remedies, as well internal as external, that de- 
termined the Blood to diſcharge on the Surface of 
the Body, the noxious Ferment wherewith it was 
mfeted. © n | 
The Third Claſs contains the two preceeding ; 
ſeeing we have attended, during the, Courſe of this 
terrible Sickneſs, a great Number of Perſons that 
have been attacked ſucceſſively with the different 
Symptoms enumerated in the two former _ in 
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ſuch a manner, that the moſt part of the Signs de- 
ſcribed in the Second were commonly the Forerun- 
ners of thoſe which we have mentioned in the Firſt ; 
and the appearing of theſe latter Symptoms de- 
nounc'd an approaching Death. 

Before we paſs on to the Fourth Claſs, we believe 
it Will not be improper ta obſerve, that a very great 
Number of different Kinds of diſeaſed Perſons con- 
tained in the preceeding, had very moderate Symp- 
| roms, Whoſe Force and Malignity appeared to be 
much leſs, than in thoſe of the ſame Accidents daily 
obſerved in inflammatory Fevers, or in the moſt 
common putrid ones, or in thoſe that are vulgarly 
called Malignant, it we except the Signs of Fear or 
Deſpair, which were Extream, or in the higheſt 
Degree ; inſomuch, that of the great Number of 
intected Perſons who have periſhed, there were very 
few, who art the very firſt Moment of their being 
| ſeiz'd, did not imagine themſelves loſt without Re- 
lief, whatever Pains we took to encourage them: 
And though many amongſt them ſeemed to us, be- 
fore the firſt Acceſs of the Diſtemper, to be of a 
firm and courageous Diſpoſition of Mind, and reſo- 
lute under all Events, yet as ſoon as they felt the 
firſt Strokes, it was eaſy to know by their Looks, 
and their Diſcourſes, that they were convinced that 
their Sickneſs was Incurable and Mortal, even at 
the Time when neither the Pulſe, nor the Tongue, 
nor the Diſorder in the Head, nor the Colaur of 
the Face, nor the Diſpofition of the Mind, nor 
laſtly, the Leſion of any of the other natural Fun- 
tions mentioned above, gave any fatal Indica- 
tion, or before there were any Grounds to be a- 
larmed. i. | 

The Fourth Claſs contains the Diſeaſed attack d 
with the ſame Symptoms with thoſe of the Second; 

but theſe ſorts of Accidents leſſened or OY 
e 
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the ſecond or third Day of themſelves, or in Con- 
ſequence of the Effects ot the internal Remedies, and 
at the ſame time in Proportion to the remarkable 
Eruption of the Buboes and Carbuncles in, which 
the noxious Ferment that was diſperſed through the 
whole Maſs, feemed to be collected together; ſo 
that the Tumours riſing from Day to Day, at 
length being open, and coming to a Suppuration, 
the infected eſcaped the Danger that threatned 
them, provided they had ſome Aſſiſtance. 
This Fifth and lait Claſs contains all ſuch in- 
feed Perſons, as without perceiving any Emotion, 
or there appearing any 'T'rouble or Leſion of their 
natural Function, have Buboes and Carbuncles, 
which riſe by little and little, and eaſily turn to 
Suppuration, becoming fometimes fcirrous, or 
which is more rare, diſſipate inſenſibly, without 
leaving any bad Effect behind them; ſo that with- 
out any Loſs of Strength, and without changing 
their manner of Living, theſe infected Perſons went 
about the Streets and Publick Places, only uſing 
themſelves a ſimple Plaiſter, or asking of the Phy- 
ſioians and Surgeons ſuch Remedies as are neceſſary 
to theſe ſorts of ſuppurating or ſcirrhous Tu- 
mours. | 1 
The Number of the infected contained in the 
two laſt Claſſes were ſo conſiderable, that one may 
affirm, without any exaggeration, that more than 
fifteen or twenty 'Thouſand Perſons were found in 


theſe forts of Caſes ; and if the Diſtemper had not] 


often taken this turn, there would not have been 
left in this City the fourth part of its Inhabi- 
rants. 133 

We may very well admit a Sixth Claſs of ſuch as 
we have ſeen periſh without any Forerunner, or 


other manifeſt Hurt, than only a Decay inStrength; 
and who being asked concerning their Condition, 
anſwer d, 
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anſwered, that they were not ſenſible of any Diſor- 
der, Which for the molt part denoted a deſperate 
Caſe, and an approacning Death ; but the Num- 
ber of theſe were very ſmall in Compariſon of ſuch 
as made up the preceding Claſſes.

ſons, Which in other Countries bring a Peſtilence, 
in ours produce only Malignant Fevers, as being a 
milder Climate. 

Popular Malignant Fevers ſometimes turn to a 
Plague, when concurring Circumſtances conſpire. 
That the Small Pox and Meaſles are a Species 
of the Plague, has been ſhewn in the Firſt Part: 
Hence it appears that malignant Contagious, pu- 
trid Fevers, Small Pox and Meaſles are leſſer Spe- 
cies of the Plague, differing in having a leſſer de- 
gree of Malignity and Contagion, which was the

ins faſting, and often Smell of the ſame. 

Take Aſa Fatida, Galbanum, Amber, Camphir, 
Common "Tar, Rhue aud Garlick, bruiſe them all 
together to make up into a Paſte with the ſtrongeſt 
Vinegar, make it in the figure of a Heart, and 
tie it up in two Doubles of a Silk Bag, and wear 
next to the Pit of the Stomach, with a picce of 
Silk round the Neck, by way of an Amulet, which 
by the heat of the Body will diffuſe its EMuvia, 
And reverberate the ſame to the Vitals, keep open 
che Parorid's by laying a Bliſter behind each Ear, 
and kept running with Baſilicon and a few Spaniſh 
Flies, and put perpetual Iſſues on both Arms. 

If any Perſon be actually ſeiz d with the Plague, 
give Thirty or Forty es of the Grand Preſer- 
vative every Four or Six Hours, in any temperate 
Julep, or other Liquid.

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and as much of the Powder as there preſcrib'd. To 
a grown Perſon, give as much of the Pulvis Speci- 
ficus Epidemicus, or Specifick Powder for the Small 
Pox, as Will lie on a Shilling Night and Morning, 
Noon and at Five a Clock in the Evening, in Syrup 
oi Satiron; when taintiſh Drink a Glaſs of Rheniſh 
Wine with Syrup of Lemons, 

Let the Nouriſhment be Panada, ſmall Chicken 
or Mutton Broth well ſalted, and made ſour with 
White- Wie- Vinegar. Drink plentifully of Whey 
turn d with Rheniſh-Wine, and the ſharpeſt Vine- 
gar, equal Parts made warm, and waſh the Body 
all over with warm Vinegar. At Night take two 
Ounces of Treacle Water and Syrup of Saffron. 
Keep perpetual Iſſues on both Arms, and behind. 
the Ears, and dreſs them with Turpentine, Venice 
'Treacle equal parts, aud a few Spauiſb Flies, that 
the Poiſon may be determined to the Surfage, and 
drain d off by theſe running Sores. Do this imme- 
diately upon Seizure. 

It the Brain be ſeiz'd with Deliriums or Phrenzy, 
apply large Bliſters to the Legs, Arms and Neck, 
and between the Shoulders, and keep them running 
for a Week or more, during which time drink ot 
any ſmall Liquor warm'd, adding to it Vinegar and 
Honey, otherwiſe call'd Oxymel Simplex every halt 
Hour. You way bathe the Sick with warm 
Water and Vinegar, and let him inſpire into the 
Mouth and Noſtrils the Steams of Vinegar. Af- 
ter the large Sweatings change the Bed Clcaths, 
purifie or burn them, and give freſh, warm and 
clean Cloaths, and let the Rooms where the Sick 
are be very open and airy. Keep Vinegar, 
Rhue, Tear and Pitch, in a Chaffing Diſh of Coals 
to perfume the Room; and the Nurſes, and 
others who attend the Sick, may Smoke "Tobacco 
moiſten'd with Vinegar, and rhoſe who can, -

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alſo chew it. Let all the Cloaths where-ever the 
Sick has been near, be deſtroy'd, becauſe they re-

S it has been ſufficiently proved that the 
Plague, Small Pox, malignant, ſpotted, pu- 
trid, contagious and peſtilential] Fevers, hare all an 
Affinity with each other, and are all certain Species 
of the Plague, differing only in à lefler Degree of 
Contagion and Malignity, as being caus'd from 
the {ame Principle, only thele leſſer "kinds happen- 
ing to be more mild, as falling out in colder Cli- 
mates, where the Poiſon cannot be ſo active, which 
with the Difference of Northern Bodies and Conſti- 
tutions, with many other concurring Circumſtances 
(cateris Paribus) render the Native Plagues of our 
Country leſs fatal; but when the Contagion is 
tranſplanted from a Soil of its natural Growth, 
then it rages with more Violence till i: gradual 
EE - 104 es 
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loſes its force, as being render d leſs active in dur 
Climate. Hence we conclude with ordering the 
ſame Grand Preſervative, and Epidemick or Speci- 
fick Powder to be taken in the ſame manner, ob- 


ſerving the ſame Rules and Regimen, as before di- 
rected in the Small Pox.
